Mr. Brown suggested that the 
common programme of the Inter- 
national should contain = five 
points: 


1—Tho expansion of produc- 
tlon and capital investment to 
improve everywhere the work- 
ers’ standard of living.

The small working party 
af the international working 
people have issued their pro- 
nunclamento from Peking, 
They met under the auspices 
of the Communist Werld 
Federation of Trade Unions, 
to set up a Par Eastern Com- 
inform. Four — professignal 
Communist craftsmen will 
make up this body, which is 
to be valled) the — Liatson 
Bureau, All of them must be 
signed, sealed and delivered 
to the bosses, the Executive 
Bureau of the W.F.T.U, for 
approval or otherwise, 

The Manifesto may have 
suffered in condensation, but 
it seems stale in content and 
not too confident In — spirit. 
The working party called, as 
a matter of course, on the mil- 
Hons of. Asian workers to 
unite and overthrow — the 
Imperialist. yoke, They de- 
nounced everybody outside 
the ranks of the elect, includ- 
ing the American C.L.O. and 
the British Trade Union Con- 
gress. And they urged the 
millions to follow the example 
of China, Mongolia, and North 
Korea, where “all working 
people have risen up from 
their position as slaves to he- 
come masters of the State.”~ 

It is possible that the Chin- 
ese delegates do not altu- 
vether relish this intimate az- 
sociation in the Manifesto 
with the Outer Mongols and 
the Korean hillmen. No doubt 
they hope their example «will 
prove: a better one. The 
Chinese, too, have always felt 
they ought to be a somewhat 
freer working class than 
their liberated neighbours. 
There is an ancient tradition 
of suzerainty, and though 
such things are extremely im- 
proper except in Moscow, old 
ideas die hard. 

Also, the Chinese can claim 
to have Hberated themselves,

Sir Oliver Franks !s in very 
close touch with the American 
ndministration, It is perhaps sig- 
nificant that once or twice In his 
speech Sir Oliver sald precisely 
that It was of the "peoples of the 
Indian Ocean” of whom he was 
thinking, There have been many 
signs that the American interest 
in’ Asin, which was formerly cen- 
tred on Chino and‘ Japan, has 
been shifting to the Indian Ocean 

The visit of Pandit Nehru has 
certainty led Washington to be 
better ‘Informed about this area 
than It wags before, The_ roving 
American policy-maker, Dr, Jes- 
sup, In at present travelling ex- 
tensively through it. 

It may therefore not be acci- 
dental that Sir Oliver's speech 
coincides with news of fresh de- 
velopments in Amerlcao’s econo- 
mic foreign policy, The “Obser- 
ver's" correspondent In Washing- 
lon Is usually well Informed, She 
reports that there Is likely to be 
a “tapering off next year in 
America’s economic ald to EBuro- 
pe. It Is election year for Con- 
gress, and Congressmen, with an 
eye to votes, will not risk being 
charged with wasting America’s 
money !n Europe, 

But the American government, 
according to this correspondent, 
belleves that it van got populnr 
support tor economic ald to South 
Asia. Fear of Communiam will 
pernunde the Arperican taxpayer 
to shoulder the burden there. 
Because of this, says the corres- 
pondent, new plans are being 
discussed In Washington.
